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Summary: Hartnell College, a Minority Serving Institution has the intention to submit a 
solicitation for NASA's Minority University Research and Education Project (MUREP) Aerospace 
Academy. Hartnell NASA MAA has been in operation since the fall of 2015 and has been very 
successful in increasing participation and retention of historically under-served and 
underrepresented K-12 youth in the areas of STEM. We would like to continue offering this 
outstanding program to our community. We plan on continuing to offer our Saturday STEM 
Academies focused on our NASA curriculum enhanced activities and continuing to introduce 
coding to thousands of students from Kindergarten to 6th grade. We also plan on expanding our 
capacity with the middle and high school students by revamping our Aerospace Educational 
Lab/Maker Space to invite them to participate in fun and exciting activities geared towards the 
upper grades using innovative technology and incorporating career technical education and 
workforce for those that might not be ready for college yet.

We also intend 
to increase our partnership within the college and beyond by bringing in more community college 
students to our programs, local resources and more STEM related industries who can inspire our 
students.
